London, December 21.—Paris reports 
Germany is preparing ‘two gigantic 
strokes, one against Calais and the 
other toward Egypt, in the hope of 
ending the war by smashing blows at 
these vital strategic points. German 
guns are busy along the western front, 
but no further evidence has been re- 
ceived of an offensive there. 


WHAT HAPPENED 
AT DARDANELLES? 


The only additional details of the 
withdrawal of the British forces from 
the Gallipoli peninsula revealed from 
British sources today were those 
gleaned from Premier Asquith’s 
speech in the house of commons, in 
which he stated that the British losses 
were confined to three men wounded, 
a few guns abandoned after being ren- 
dered useless and an _ insignificant 
amount of stores which were left be- 


hind. 

From Turco-German sources, how- 
ever, several contradictory details 
reached London. The Constantinople 
official communication gave the Turk- 
ish side of the withdrawal; and it was 
somewhat amplifted by a Constantino- 
ple dispatch circulated through the 
Berlin wireless. 

Both these dispatches claimed “enor- 
mous British losses” on the Seddul 
Bahr front and the taking of an im- 
measurable amount of booty at Suvla 
and Anzac. From the Turkish account 
it appears that the retirement was 
aided by a heavy fog, while terrific 
British attacks from the Seddul Bahr 
position—which has not been aban- 
doned—provided a _ feint diversion. 
Aside from the text of these dispatches 
no fresh details have been published 
in London and all the London newspa- 
pers refrain from speculation regard- 
ing the manner of the withdrawal.

The annual report of the board, made 
public tonight, discloses that this na- 
val policy was formulated by the body 
in July last in answer to the follow- 
ing proposition propounded by Secre- 
tary Daniels when the administration, 
reached its decision to enter upon a 
campaign of national preparedness: 


“What the navy must be in the fu- 
ture in order to stand upon an equality 
with the most efficient and most prac- 
tically serviceable.” 

The ‘board’s conclusion follows: 

“The navy of- the United States 
should ultimately be equal to the most 
powerful maintained by any other na- 
tion of the world. It should be grad- 
ually increased to this ~oint by such 
a rate of development, year by vear, 
as may be permitted by the facilities

Se ag size of the navy. A navy in 
irm control of the seas from the out- 
break of war is the prime essential to 
the defense of a country situated as 
is the Unitéd States bordering upon 
two oceans. A navy strong enough 
only to defend our coast from actual 
invasion will not suffice. Defense from 


invasion is not the only function of. 


the navy. It must protect our sea- 
borne commerce and drive that of the 
enemy from the sea. The best way to 
accomplish all these objects is to. find 
and defeat the hostile fleet or any of 
its detachments at a distance from our 
coast sufficiently great to prevent in- 
re shh, yoy of our normal course of na- 
tional life. The current war has shown 
that a navy of the size recommended 
by this board in previous years can 
no longer be considered as adequate 
to the defensive needs of the United 
States. Our present navy is not suf- 
ficient to give due weight to the diplo- 
matic remonstrances of the United 
States in peace nor to enforce its poli- 
cies in war.” 


The report lays stress updn the 
board’s proposal that seven of the six- 
teen new ships, four superdreadnaughts 
and three battle Cruisers be authorized 
in 1916. Secretary Daniels has recom- 
mended to congress, however, that only 
two dreadnaughts and two battle cruis- 
ers be authorized at this time. Under 
the board’s plan the total expenditure 
for the five years, including $7,000,- 
000 for the aviation service and $11,- 
000,000 for reserve ammunition and ma- 
terial would be $499,876,000, the last 
appropriations for which would be 
made in 1922; the secretary's recom- 
mendations call for a total expendi- 
ture of $502,482,214, the last appropria- 
tions’ shown being for 1921, and in- 
creases being made over the board’s 
estimates for submarines and reserve 
ammunition. The board program con- 
een te the building of thirteen fleet 
auxiliaries, while the secretary recom- 
mends only six. 

The board highly commends the pro- 
osal to.establish a continuing build- 
ng policy for the navy, saying it will 
stablize the warship building industry 
in the country and tend to reduce con- 
tract prices for new ships. 

The board reviews the eourse of the 
European war so far as it involved 
ois actions, to reach this conclu- 
sion: 

“As to types of ships, the battleship 
is still the principal reliance of navies, 
as it has been in the past.” 


Allited Control of Seas, 


, Because of the great naval superi- 
ority of the entente allies, the report 
says, their control of the seas has nev- 
er been seriously greg is and “the 
have securely held the objective of all 
naval effost.”” Naval warfare has been 
confined, by reason of this superiority, 
it states, to a “double series of minor 
incidents.”” In the first group it places 
German commerce raiders “which have 
finally been destroyed or driven from 
the seas by the systematic pursuit,” 
and in.the second, the activities of Ger- 
man submarines, first against allied 
warships, where the “high gecore ob- 
tained” is asserted to have been due 
to surprise attack, not to “inherent 
combatant superiority,” and second, 
against commercial vessels of the al- 
lies. Of this campaign, the report says: 

“After six months of war the sub. 
marine form of attack drew renewed 
attention by its direction against hos- 
tile commerce. American public atten- 
tion was redoubled toward this side of 
the war owing to the humanitarian in- 
terests involved, and to the diplomatic 
uestions which were raised thereby. 

o hastily formed public opinion, fs 
seemed thut submarines were accom- 
lishing great military nesults because 
ittle else of importance occurred in 
the maritime war to attract public at- 
tention. Yet, at the present time, 
when thé allfes have learned in great 
measure how to protect their com- 
merce, as they learned a few months 
previously to protect their navies from 
the submarine menace, it is apparent 
that the submarine is not an instrument 
fitted to dominate naval warfare. It 
appears from British returns that‘ the 
first eight months of this submarine 
warfare pag British commerce re- 
sulted in the loss of 183 merchant ves- 
sels and 175 trawlers. The total Brit- 
ish merchant tonnage lost was not 
greatly in excess of one-half a million: 
the total loss under all flags was about 
650,000 tons. In the same time .the 
total arrivals and Copaeeres in British 
ports averaged from 1,350 to 1,400 per 
week, or nearly 50,000 in ali, allied 
commerce is continuing under a loss in 
no way vit 

“The submarine is a most. useful 
auxiliary, whose importance will no 
doubt increase, but at present there is 
no evidence that it will become su- 
preme.” 

The report discusses at length the 
need and mission of battle cruisers and 
other fast ships for scouting work, 
but warns against an exaggeratea 
value being placed upon the battle 
cruisers. It then takes up the ques 
tion of personnel and finds that any 
smaller force than 2,700 officers, 67,000 
bluejackets and 13,400 marines would 
be inadequate for the navy in 1917, 
even on a peace footing. The ships 
then in commission and the shore sta- 
tions would need a minimum of 74,700 


bluejackets, it states, in time of war. 

Turning to the question of congested 
lower grades, which confront navy of- 
ficers under the present system, the 
board urges that congress establish the 
number of officers in any grade on the! 
basis of the total number of officers in|} 
the navy, and not by providing for aj} 
fixed number in each srade except the! 
lewer ones. Additional legislation 
should be :sought, it says, to secure a 
proper flow of promotion for all of- 
ficers or the efficiency of the service 
generally will suffer.

Agreement Reached at One Fime. 

An agreement, it was said, was prac- 
ticaMly reached soon after the American 
note to Great Britain protesting 
against interference with neutral trade 
had been published in Germany. The 
note, it is said, created a remarkable 
pro-American sentiment in Berlin as 
well as throughout Germany. At thai 
time, it is said, public opinion would 
have approved receding a bit, making 
a settlement of the controversy pos- 
sible. Negotiations. between Secretary 
Lansing and Count von Bernstorff, the 
German ambassador, were progressing 
when the United States demanded the 
withdrawal of Captain ‘“Boy-Ed and 
Captain von Papen. : 

This act, according to advices here, 
caused German public opinion to swing 
back to resentment of the action of 
the United States, because the belief 
prevailed that the attaches had done 
nothing to warrant their removal. 

The demands upon Austria and the 
vigorous terms in which the first note 
was couched next attracted adverse 
criticism in Germany, and the resent- 
ment, started by the request for the 
recalls, is described as having in- 
creased materially. 

To recede even a trifle at. this time. 
Berlin officials were said to believe 
would bring on a storm of public dis- 
approval, and furnish the opposition to 
the government with grounds for criti- 
cism. Officials now believe that at 
some time in the future when the 
public opinion again is more favorablk« 
to the United States concessions may 
be made by Germany. 

View of German Officials. 

German officials are said to be con- 
vinced that an indemnity for the 
Americans lost on the Lusitania anc 
something in the nature of a disavowal] 
will be the only measures to satisfy 
the United States. They are algo saic 
to feel that the disavowal which coul« 
be given was the promise not to re- 
peat such an act, which had already 
been given. 

Just actually how near an agreement 
Count von Bernstorff and Secretary 
Lansing were before the dismissal oi 
the attaches, may never be known. 
They have a mutual agreement not tc 
discuss the né@fotiations in any way 
It is believed, however, that.the am- 
bassador was about to make, or hac 
made some sort of a proposal, which 
might have met with the full or par- 
tial approval of ‘the United States. A 
number of propositions had been sub- 
mitted by both sides at various stages 
of the negotiations. 

The statement that the negotiations 
have been delayed for time is 
strengthened by the fact that Secre- 
tary Lansing has not discussed the 
Lusitania case with Count von Bern- 
storff since the request for the recal 
of the attaches became public. i ur- 
thermore, no communications upon fii 
subject have passed between the sec- 
retary and the ambassador.

The accompany- 
ing memorandum says that no purely 
sterling securities will be accepted and 
that it is essential that all securities 
tendered be expressed in United States 
or Canadian currency, or if expressed 
in sterling that they shall be converti- 
ble at the holders’ option into dollar 
securities. 

No bonds will be accepted on which 
dividend or interest has not been reg- 
ularly paid since the date of issue 
and no stock will be accepted unless 
a dividend of three per cent or over 
has been regularly paid on 
January 1, 1913. 

All securities tendered must be sup- 
ported by a statement of a banker or 
other responsible party that they have 
remained in the physical possession of 
the holder in the United Kingdom 
since September 30, 1914. Swbject to 
these conditions the following will be 
acceptable: 

“Any securities quoted .on the Lon- 
don stock exchange, United States gov- 
ernment bonds, United States state or 
municipal bonds, securities of United 
States railway or public utility com- 
panies, Canadian government, provin-

“None of our enemies, no coalition 
of forces, can venture after all this 
to subjugate the German empire and 
obstruct its development. The chancel- 
lor said in his speech December 9 that 
he was ready at any time to discuss 
overtures for peace that harmonized 
with the dignity and security of Ger- 
many, and he declined responsibility 
for continuance of the terrible suf- 


ferings that fill Europe and the world. 
“We wish most earnestly that the 
German government would 
itself ready to seize any opportunity 
for peace negotiations. Germany is 
through her strength lifted above any 
misinterpretation of willingness’ to 
make peace.

moral effect of which must be felt 
throughout the world. This effect, he 
believed to be due.entirely to the vol- 
untary .character of the outburst of 
patriotism, and he declared that it 
would therefore be a pitiable result if 
that moral effect was destroyed by 
any form of compulsion.

El Paso, Texas, December 21.—Three 
hundred former soldiers of Francisco 
Villa rioted in Juarez, opposite here, 
this afternoon, and before order was 
restored ene American had been killed, 
and, according to reports, a number 
of Mexicans lost their lives. 

The Villa soldiers reached Juarez to- 
day from the interior in a desperate 
condition for lack of food and when 
they learned that the de facto gov- 
ernment was in possession of the town 
they immediately began looting. fRe- 
ports tonight from Juarez were that 
order finally had been restored. 

Heavily armed Mexican and Ameri- 
can troops lined opposite banks of the 
Rio Grande tonight. 

Toppled a Hrakeman. 

One shot from seuth of the border, 
believed by the United Stateg military 
authorities to have been fired on 
American troops, toppled George A. 
Diepert, of El Paso, a brakeman, from 
an El Paso and Southwestern railroad 
freight car.

Unofficial reports from Juarez were 
that if an attempt was made to pay 
off in Carranza currency rioting would 
be resumed. 

The Villa soldiers upon their arrival 
refused to accept the surrender to the 
de facto government, arranged yester- 
day, until the agreement was signed 
by General Manuel Ochoa. 

During the afternoon an emissary 
reached Mexican Consul Garcia with 
the information that General Ochoa had 
promised to sign the agreement to 
surrender and turn his men over to 
the de facto government, but tonight 
this formality had not been consum- 
mated. 

American owners of several hundred 
thoroughbreds quartered at the Juarez 
Jockey club hastily crossed to the 
United States during the rioting and 
General Ochoa sent guards to the race 
track. 

Villa Wanted, Dead or Alive. 


During the afternoon it was report- 
ed in Juarez that General Francisco 
Villa would reach there today, but 
early tonight he had not put in an 
appearance.

Washington, December 21.—Rioting 
among the Villa soldiers at Juarez is 
regarded by state department officials 
as an incident that will not affect the 
general situation in northern Mexico, 
where the de facto government rapidly 
jis extending its autnority over the ter- 

ritory formerly held by Villa. Reports 

from Juarez tonignt indicated that the 
Carranza authorities would suppress 
disorder among the soldiers without 
serious difficulty. 

General Villa’s whereabouts still are 
unknown here. The state department’s 
latest reports are conflicting,.one say- 
ing that he moved northward from Chi- 
htahua with his 400 men, and another 
that he went southward, Confidence in 
the assurance of Villa’s agents that he 
will come into the United States and 
phe fact that his wife has left El Paso 
or the east, apparently intending to go 
to Cuba, has caused officials to cling to 
the belief that the missing man soon 
will appear on the American side of 
the boundary. 

Reports received at the Mexican em- 
bassy say General Trevino is steadily 
moving his Carranza army rorthwarda 
from Torreon, repairing the railroad as 
he advances, and that his vanguard is 
at Santa Rosalia, a short distance south 
of Chihuahua. 

If there occurs no further hitch in 
the control of Juarez by the de facto 
government troops it is probable that 
Carranza will move more troops across 
American territory to strengthen that 
garrison, permitting the mustering out 
of such of Villa’s men as do not care 
to serve the government in its army.

You must 
remember that for decades there has 
hardly been peace for ten consecutive 
years with us, and, accordingly, we are 
accustomed to conflicts. We reckon 
that the present conflict will last one 
to two years more, but we are really 
indifferent as to the duration of the 
war. In any event, Turkey will be 
the last to call a halt. 

. “Turkey is enthusiastic for a num- 
ber of reasons, irst, she had never 
fought previously ‘under such favor- 
able conditions.. Second, the thought 
of eventual independence stimulates 
the troops tremendously. Third, the 
soldiers are spurred on by hatred of 
their enemies. This hatred is engen- 
dered by illegal acts. The Turks re- 
gard the allies as real barbarians and 
when ‘captured in a wounded condi- 
tion frequently refuse food or drink 
from their captors, though when con- 
ditions are reversed the Turks give 
their prisoners freely of their food.” 


TurkishArmenian Relations, 


Dr. Nazim Bey spoke calmly except 
when the subject of the world’s im- 
ression of urkish-Armenian rela- 
ions was brought up. f this he 
talked in bitter eee America, in 
particular, he said, had gained a false. 
impression in two ways. First, in- 
vestigators of conditions had not been 
neutral or unbiased. Second, these 
investigators went to the’ wrong sources 
for their information—to Greeks, Jews 
and Armenians who are Turkish sub- 
jects and have grudges to air. 

“Every time a Turk does somethin 
praiseworthy in this world he is hail- 
ed as an Armenian,” he continued; “but 
ahd 8 time he commits a crime or acts 
basely he ig a Turk—or something else.” 

Expressing himself as an ardent ad- 
mirer of America and most things 
American, Dr. Nazim Bey nevertheless 
asserted the delivery of ammunition by

The grand 
jury is a one-sided proceeding, at 
which the prosecution alone is heard,” 
said Mr. Stephens. 

“There .will come a.time when we 
will have a ¢onstitutional convention 
to simplify court procedure. ang. .e* 
should’ be one of the firgt/ .diters to 
receive attention,” bh” aid. 

Judge Benjare’+* Hill, of the crim- 
inal division of the Fulton superior 
court, ‘refaced an interesting address | 
with. ‘a hearty indorsement of the ideas! 


 betined by Mr, Stephens, going even 
, farther than the solicitor, and intimat- 


ing the wisdom of abolishing. the jury 
system altogether. 

This latter point was not so strongly 
stressed by the speaker as was what 
he termed a gross injustice to the repu- 
tation of citizens arising out of the 
present legal machinery which makes 
it possible for a man to be acquitted 
at a commitment trial and still in- 
dicted tater on in ex parte hearing, 
where the defendant has not a chance 
to present’ his side. 

Judge Hill opened his address with 
a tribute to Assistant Solicitor 
Stepnrens. . 

George Northen, .vice president of 
the Society of Advoeates, presided in 
the. absence from Atlanta of Eugene 
Black, president.
